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TEXT HERBERT ADDRESS ELIZABETHTON, TENN. 


Following is the text of the ad- 
dress delivered here today by 
Herbert Hoover: 

“I am proud to have been invited 
as your guest in this celebration of 
your progress and this review of your 
part in national history. 

“When southernera go north or 
northerners go south to deliver pub- 
lic addresses they seem to feel it 
necessary to first launch Into an ex- 
planation that all lines of sectionalism 
have disappeared in the United States. 
I am from the westwhere our people 
are proud to be the melted product of 
both the north and the south. Our ac- 
cent differs from that of the people of 
Alabam& and Vermont but we have the 
same hearts, the same kind of homes, 
the same ideals and aspirations. Every 
morning and evening we read the 
Same news; every night we listen by 
radio to the same voloes. Our mental 
and physical frontiers are. gone. It 
happens that we need geographical di- 
visions for statistical and descriptive 
use but otherwise we could leave this 
question to orators and humorists. 

“ Your celebration today raises many 
memories to our national beginnings. 
Patriotism is of many inspirations. 
it receives, refreshment from many 
springs. None are more powerful than 
our traditions of service, of suffering, 
of accomplishment and of heroism. 
The rivulets of these traditions from 
every part of our country in the 
course of history merge into that great 
stream of national memories which is 
the constant refreshment of national 
ideals, These memories are indeed the 
imponderable force which builds and 
cements our national life. 


Nation’s Frontier. 


“To the westerner, appreciative of 
history and traditions, this occasion 
presents a double significance. As 
you have shown today, this locality 
Was once the nation’s frontier. Here 
were enacted some of the most stirring 


pioneer era. Seven years before the 


came to the bank of the Watauga—| 
which was then the far west—the first 
permanent settlers. They Were soon 
followed by others from the back 
country of North Carolina. In these 
settlements, frontiersmen remote from 
the centers of civilization, freed by 
difficult distance from the sway of all 
government authority, voluntarily cre- 
ated their own frame of popular gov- 
ernment, They erected what was to 
all practical purposes a free and in- 
dependent state, under their own con- 
stitution. 

“In the articles of the Watauga as- 
sociation were planted some of tbe 
great principles which later found per- 
manent lodgement in our fundamental 
law. Similar associations sprang into 
being in other parts of these’ moun- 
tains. Historians of our frontier agree 
that mo more striking proof of the 
native capacity of our early Americans 
for local self government was ever 
given than by these associations. They 
rot only created a government, the 
Watauga men, determined in their in- 


K 


astrously, a formidable army under 
competent leadership, fading again 
into the forests soon as their task 
was accomplished. 

No Battle More Dramatic. 

“No battle more dramatic or 
marked by courage and skill of a 
higher order has been fought on this 
continent. It was’a turning point of 
the revolutionary war. It compelled 
the retirement of Gen. - Cornwallis 
toward the coast, revived the flagging 
spirit of the discouraged colonists, and

Maryland about two centuries ago, 
migrated to North Carolina and built 
his home a hundred miles from this 
spot. In Randolph county of that 
state he did his part in building the 
community, and his grave lies in the 
little burying ground on what was 
then the Uharrie River farm. -His 
son, my great-great-grandfather, was 
part of that movement which starfed 
west from your frontier, 


“As secretary of commerce I have 
been profoundly interested in the 
amazing progress of the south in this 
past seven and one-half years. In 
order that the department might as- 
sist to the fullest extent in that prog- 
ress we increased our branch offices 
in the south from three in 1920 to 
twenty-nine in 1928. As a result of 
the contact thus established we were 
able to observe your increasing pros- 
perity. 

“The record is impresive. There 
are in the south about 8,000,000 fami- 
lies, and in this period they have 
shown increase in nuiimbers ‘by per- 
haps 10 per cent. Contrasted with 
this the manufacturing output has 
increased by over 60 per cent. The 
number of employés has increased by 
over 80 per cent. The value of crops 
has increased by over 45 per cent. The 
shipments from southern ports have 
increased by 50 per cent; the net in- 
come of your railways has grown by 
over 140 per cent; electrical power in 
use has been increased by 125 per 
cent.

Technicalities of court procedure have 
been used to defeat justice and to aid 
law violators. 

“The invention of the gag engine 
has brought the automobile and the 
aeroplane. It has shortened distances. 
But it has brought new problems in 
roads and traffic. Discoveries in elec. 
tricity have meant an immense expan- 
sion in power and communication, 
which bring also their problems of' 
regulation to protect public rights. 
The war has vastly increased the ex- 
penditures of the government. The 
assessment of taxes and expenditures 
of public moneys have come to bear 8 
vital part in business stability. Dur- 
ing these years we have.adopted a 
measure of federal control of credit. 
Errors in that delicate adjustment can 
cause us fabulous losses. The war 
has dislocated our transportation rela- 
tion both within our country and with 
foreign countries. Development of in- 
land waterways, of merchant marine, 
and consolidation of railways are forced 
upon us. More acute than all are 
the readjustments in the world’s pro 
ducing and consuming power. 

Unstable Farm Markets. 

“Great expansion of agricultural 
production in Canada and the south- 
ern hemisphere, combined with in- 
creasing efficiency and larger produc- 
tion by our own farmers, have ren- 
dered unstable those branches of our 
agriculture which are dependent upon 
foreign markets. These circumstances 
have brought a long train of difficul- 
ties to the American farmer. With 
fewer men needed upon the farm and 
with more needed in other lines of 
production, our great cities have, 
within this fourteen years, a little less 
than doubled in population, with re- 
sultant social problems. Increasing 
skill and prosperity have brought us 
more material comfort and greater 
leisure, but also serious questions as 
to how we should use gur leisure time. 
New inventions, including the auto-

No Proposal for Subsidy. 

“Such an instrumentality should 
be able to develop as years go on the 
constructive measures necessary to 
solve the new farmers’ problems that 
will inevitably arise. It is no pro- 
posal of subsidy or fee or tax upon 
the farmer. It is a proposal to assist 
the farmer onto his own feet into con- 
trol of his own destinies. This is not 
a theoretic formula It is a business 
proposition designed to make farming 
more profitable. No such far reaching 
and specific proposal has ever been 
made by a political party on behalf of 
any industry in our history.

| HOOVER. 

The fact that stands out of Herbert Hoover's 
life is the fact of accomplishment. The harder 
the task, the more certain that he would be called 
‘upon to undertake it. His career as an engineer 
an@ business man is a long record of difficult 
assignments undertaken and carried to a brilliant 
conclusion. He triumphed over natural obstacles 
because he was a good engineer, but he dealt with 
many obstacles which called ‘n addition for busi- 
hess acumen, tact and leadership. All of these 
qualities he possesses in extraordinary degree. 
Hundreds of milffons of dollars jwere ventured 
upon his judgment of properties and of men and 


he has no more ardent admirers than those who % 


placed their reliance upon him, unless they be 
those who worked in association with him. 

Hoover's public life tells the same story. 
Wher the war came, some one had to make ar- 
rangements for the return of Americans who had 
been traveling in Zurope. By chance, he was in 
London as the emissary to Europe of the San 
Francisco exposition. The task of taking care 
of his countrymen in distress inevitably fell to 
him. Meanwhile the German army had conquered 


much of Belgium. The allies had established their | 


- blockade. The Belgian civilian population was in 
danger of starvation because the Germans could 
not feed them and the allies would permit no food 
to enter territory held by German arms. The 
task called for the organization of a food supply 
service, of course, but in addition it called for 
difficult negotiations with soldiers and trained 
diplomats. Mr. Hoover carried these negotiations 
to @ successful conclusion. He fed the Belgians. 


’ He won for himself something more than the de- | 


--yotion of the Belgians: he earned: the respect and 
the confidence of the leaders on both sides of 


There were no precedents to guide Mr. Hoover 


in Belgium. There were, likewise, no precedents 
to guide him in feeding the allied world, the next 
task which came to him. There was nothing but 
the man’s to analyze situations, to devise 
policies and to select subordinates in whom he 
place confidence. The task which confronted 
hint in 1917 was the. critical administrative task 
in the allied world. The war could not be prose- 
cuted, much less won, unless the civilians and 
soldiers of the allied nations had enough to eat. 
Inevitably, Mr. Hoover was selected for the post 
of supreme economic dictator of the world. No 
one has ever suggested that any other man could 
have done the work as well. No one has ever 
successfully attacked Mr. Hoover's polici2s or the 
methods he employed in carrying them cut. 

The end of the war came in Novemler, 1918, 
Thq momentum of production could not by stopped 
instantly. Food supplies piled up on tne docks 
in America and on the docks of Europe because 
P the/allied nations repudiated their contracts with 
the American farmers. At the same time the 
allied goveriuments refused to end the blockade 
of the central powers and they even forbade the 
sending of food to the new states of central and 
easterii Europe. Heve was the most difficult situa- 
tiorl which Hoover faced in a his war experience: 
Soldiers and diplomats were exhausted mentally. 
All but a few of the men in high places after four 
years of war-thinking were unable to think in 
terms of peace and reconstruction. It is charac- 
‘teristic of Hoover’s mind that he achieved the 
transition In a day. He bent the dipiomats and 


the generals to his will. The men who saw service’ 


on the Rhine are not likely to forget the pathetic 
appearance of German children when our armies 
first entered Germany nor the gratitude of the 
German populations when, within a few months, 
our pork and flour began to appear in German 
, shops. The facts are illuminating as disclosing 
Mr. Hoover's broad humanitarianism, byt that has 
been disclosed many times before and since. The 
facts are even more illuminating as disclosing the 
flexibility of his mind and his astonishing ability 
to meet the unexpected promptly and conquer it. 

Mr. Hoover's career in the cabinet is a long 
record of recognition of this trait. Whenever a 
new problem presented itself, that problem gravi- 
tated to him. In Washington's presidency, such 
difficulties gravitated, in the same way and for the 


est problems before the nation in the years since 
1920 have been concerned with the reorganization 
of American production to post-war egnditions, 
Mr. lidover was charged with solving them.

THE SHIPS FIRST. 


When congress adjourned this year until Decem- 
ber the navy bill providing for fifteen 10,000, ton 
eight inch gun cruisers had been passed by the 
house and was waiting in the senate for a vote. 
Boulder Dam was in ahead of it. Its proponents 
would not take it out of the way and its oppo- 
nents could not get it out. The navy bill failed to 
get to a roll call. It had been reduced to a mini- 
mum. but it did contain provision for the cruisers 
of which the navy has been in need and which 
have been in international controversy with Great 
Britain. 

After congress adjourned two events disturbed 
conditions relating to the navy bill. One was the 
signing of the Kellogg treaty outlawing war. The 
other was the negotiation of the French and 
British army and navy agreement. The Kellogg 
treaty may be expected to give new activity to 
the attempts of organized American pacifism to 
reduc rather than strengthen the American navy. 
The }*rench and British agreement, in its naval 
provisions aimed at just such cruisers as are 
provicied in the delayed American navy bill, should 
give additional] point to the necessity of appropriat- 
ing for them as soon as possible. What seems to 
have been brilliant ineptitude on the part of the 
British and French governments can be used to 
American advantage. 

Congressman Britten, chairman of the: house 
navy affairs, urges the senate to pass the navy 
bill before taking up the Kellogg treaty. Senator 
Hale of the senate naval committee says that it: 
ll get attention following a disposal of the 
Boulder Dam bill, which still has the right of 
way. There is an unconfirmed report that Presi- 
dent Coolidge will not submit the treaty until the 
navy bill has been passed. That would dispose of 
some of the danger of pacifist opposition. There 
would be a more nearly complete disposal of it 
if the government would indicate that the treaty 
would not be submitted until congress had made 
provision to put the navy actually on its parity 
basis with the British. 

That would be a reasonable program, for the 
government which has produced and is supporting 
the outlawry treaty. It would’ protect American 
naval defense, and it would be a sensible com- 
promise with organizations, influential in congress, 
which insist upon relying wholly on an inter- 
national promise not to make war. It would take

[The brackets are mine] This 
is one of the most arresting declarations I: have 
ever met with in literature. 
in an impressive Persian legend the soul is 
s:ambolized as a beautiful maiden who meets a 
man after he has departed this life—* Bright, 
white armed, strong, high standing, full breasted, 
beautiful of body, noble, of glorious seed, of the 
size of a maid in her fifteenth year—the fairest 
thing in the world.” She addresses him: “I was 
lovely and thou madest me still lovelier; 1 was 
fair and thou madest me still fairer; I was desir- 
able and thou madest me still more desirable; I 
wes sitting in a forward place and thou madest 
me sit in the foremost place, through thy good 
thoughts, thy good words and thy good deeds.” 
In this legend we are taught that it is through 
good thoughts, good words and good deeds: that 
we may gain realization of the existence of the 
soul, and I doubt whether the thought has ever 
been presented more beautifully. 


To return to the teaching of Socrates: The soul 
is not a compound; it is a simplex. The soul does 
not change with the body or the mind; it is 
chengeless. The soul persists through all the 
changes within or without, even though it be 
separated from the body—as at “degth.” | 

This idea was advanced in another form by Sir 
Oliver Lodge in his notable address, in 1913, as 
president of the British Association of Science, 
upon “The Continuity of Life,” in which he 
showed that the whole scheme of evolution is 


Emmanuel Kant, recognized as one of the 
brightest intellects of modern times, if not of all 


proportion to the powers of the soul, and that. 
“as a necessary hypothesis of reason,’’ nature is 
under obligations to give to. the individua] further 
opportunity for advancement, This argument, 
based upon the principle of continuity of life, is 
regarded as one of the most impressive arguments 
for fmmortality that has ever been put forward 
by any metaphysician, 

It has been stated that the soul is simple, 
changeless and conscious. Upon further consider- 
ation we find that it has no form—it is formless. 
Being formless, the soul is not confined to the

The Letter to Colfax.

A navigator and a complete 
set of the best navigating instruments 
are esential.

Many Takeoffs Hurried. 

The flights of last year showed that 
there were any number of pilots who 
were anxious to extend the radius of 
activity of the airplane.

DEFEAT REBELS 
THREE STATES

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 6.—In a battle 
lasting several hours, the remainder 
of the self-styled “army of recon- 
struction,” composed of rebels in the 
state of San Luis Potosi, was beaten 
by federal soldiers. Prudenci Zapeta, 
the commander, was taken prisoner. 

Although Zapata had three bullet 
holes in his body he was able to give 
the names of the rebels who took to 
hiding after a previous defeat of the 
“army of reconstruction” and the 
capture of its commander in chief, 
Gen. Jacinto Loyola, prominent engi- 
neer, who was active in the ranks of 
the militant Catholics. Loyola and 
several other officers were court mar- 
tialled and shot several weeks ago, 

As @ result of the capture of Za- 
pata, more than a dozen arrests were 
made yesterday and today in San Luis 
Potosi. It is reported but not con- 
firmed that several prisoners were 
court martialled and shot this morn- 
ing. 

In a battle between federal troops 
and rebels yesterday at La Noria, 
state of Jalisco, Miguel Arias, notor- 
ious local leader, with several train 
wrecks to his credit, was killed with 
several officers. The battle lasted four 
hours. At nightfall the rebels broke 
and flied as a result of the death of 
Arias. This is the fourth rebel band 
decimated in Jalisco in thirty days. 

Two brothers, Juan and Enrique 
Ramirez, who have terrorized § the 
neighborhood of Vera Cruz and the 
lowlands of the state for two years, 
were yesterday beaten in a battle with 
federal troops, captured, and shot 
with several of their officers.

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ARBITRARY WIDTH 
RIGHT WAY 
HELD DELUSION 


Paving Is First Essential, 
View of Expert. 


An illustration of the futility of 
arbitrary right of way widths in con- 
nection with highway development in 
populous areas is disclosed vividly in 
the case of the new widening to 40 
feet of Waukegan road, which was 
thrown open to traffic the first of the 
month. 

Under the rules of the state high- 
way department this nine miles of 
continuous four lane, heavily traveled 
road from near the north city limits 
to the north county limits would not 
have been possible, perhaps for years, 
had the county acceded to the de- 
mands of the state officials. 

Unable to procure readily a 100 
foot right of way through the popu- 
Jous community served by the Wau- 
kegan road the county decided to 
put down a 40 foot pavement on the 
66 foot right of way. The result is 
that one of the most valuable auto- 
mobile thoroughfares in the country 
is completed and traffic is moving 
over it. 


County Stands Expense. 

The county, however, took a step 
in this case which it would be unable 
to do legally in others. It practically 
assumed obligation to acquire essen- 
tial right of way in future, and certi- 
fled to the state right of way owner- 
Ship of future date. It was the only 
possible opening for getting the work 
done. Had this not been done, Wau- 
kegan. road would still be a single 
track. 

For the past four years, during 
which time the state “has been en- 
gaged in sidestepping demands for 
the building of many units of needed 
road that had been provided for in 
the $100,000,000 and $60,000,000 bond 
issue, the handiest alibi employed was 
that it would not move until 100 feet 
of right of way had been turned over 
to the highway department. 

The way this rule worked out in 
the Cook county area was that, be- 
cause of populous and highly de- 
veloped territory, the expansion to 
100 feet for rights of way was found 
practically impossible. 


Said to be Easy. 

When the rule was first suggested 
and promoted it was represented that 
additional widths would easily be pro- 
curable by donation and dedication. 
After it was put into effect it was 
found that dedications were few and 
to achieve the purpose imposed, egn- 


‘damnations, damage payments, court 


Proceedings, and other complications 
would string the highway develop- 
ment over a long period of years, 
during which time there would be no 
adequate pavements. 

Edward Hines, head of the Wayne 
county highway commission in Mich- 
igan, whose program has resulted in 
the world’s foremost network of wide 
paving, including superhighways of 
120 and 204 feet in width through the 
Detroit area, is often.cited as the chief 
adherent of the wide right of way 
principle in America. 

This is what Mr. Hines said to a 
reporter for THE TrRr®UNE this sum- 
mer on the subject:

“It is plain to be seen that if this 
region waits for dedicaté# rights of 
way before getting the pavements 
down, there is little hope for relief 
within a decade, and perhaps not then. 

“Even Wayne county puts down 
wide pavement on narrow rights of 
way. If the traffic is such that it 
must be served by pavement, the 
pavement is laid and we go out after 
the right of way afterward. If all 
pavement was retarded until the 
width of right of way we dream of 
had been secured, the Detroit area 
would be far behind what it is today, 
its growth and development would 
have been materially checked, and we 
would nat be as far along in our high- 
way mileage by any means. 


Has Enabling Statutes. 

“Michigan has laws which make 
right of way procurement easier than 
elsewhere, and still we do not stand 
for delays in invoking them if traffic 
necessities demand wider pavement on 
existing rights of way. In Illinois 
there are no such helpful laws and 
right of way getting is just that mucl 
harder and involves vastly more time. 

‘In the present year we are build- 
ing four lane pavements on roads 
which lack the legal width of super- 
highways. We are doing it because 
the traffic must be moved now. We 


will get the rest of the right of way 


later. Even if it costs more, it will 
be economy. In cases where we de- 
termine pavements are needed, we in- 
stitute condemnations based on the 
value as of that date and then‘ pro- 
ceed to pave. The improvement, 
therefore, does not add to the value of 
the benefited property so far as the 
condemnation awards are concerned. 
The value is fixed on the basis of its 
worth before the paving went in. 


Right of Way Secondary. 

“In dealing with highway develop- 
ment there will be little degree of 
success on any other basis than that 
the pavement is the first essential 
and wider right of way a secondary 
one.” 

The line of Waukegan with a 66 
foot width has been found ample to 
carry a 40 foot pavement and include 
all necessary drainage arrangements, 
as well as shouldering, which will lend 
scme ornamentation. 

“For a finished piece of highway,” 
Maj. George A. Quinlan, county high- 
way superintendent, said, “I do not 
know that Waukegan could be im- 
proved upon for utility or appear- 
ance. What I do fully comprehend, 
though, is that if the county had 
balked at laying a 40 foot pavement 
on the 66 foot right of way, there 
would still be an 18 foot road as the 
main artery to Wisconsin and 20,000 
vehicles trying to get over it in a day, 
with accidents, death, and damages as 
a result.”

The situation is similar to that in 
regard to Cook county, which has pro- 
vided 40 foot pavements on the stems 
of the radial highways leading from 
Chicago into tbe state. The widening 
has been provided to the extreme 
county limits and these highways now 
await extension at that width to such 
distances as traffic demands. 

In Illinois it is likely that the coun- 
ties will not take on the task of con- 
tinuing the widening, but the state 
will take steps to handle that work. 

Macomb county, adjoining Wayne 
in Michigan, is engaged in bridge 
building, road widening, and improve- 
ment this year. 

A large part of the present program 
is devoted to the construction of new 
qynits of Macomb county’s part in the 
master plan of super highways, in the 
yuilding of at least three super high. 
vays 204 feet wide and three of the 
120 foot width. 

One of the most important projects 
in this connection is the Mound road. 
continuing Prairie Mound avenue in 
he northwest section of Detroit. 

One slab of pavement is already 
placed between the Eight-Mile road 
ind Warren village.

Need Increase to Prevent 


Big Crop Loss. 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Storing corn looms up as a gigantic 
task for farmers this fall. They have 
@ big crop of fine corn, far more than 
they can feed to their limited supply 
of live stock during the next year. 
Cash marketing conditions are against 
them, so it Is not’advisable to sell it 
for shipment to the central markets. 
At the present time there are not 


enough cribs to shelter all the corn 


that will be picked from the fields 
this fall and winter. There are not 


enough cribs to store even a normal 


erep, and this year’s crop is “a 
whale.” 
No matter which way they turn 


for relief, there seems to be one miain 
answer—‘“ build more cribs.” And 
build more corn cribs is just what 
farmers must do to avoid suffering 
great financial loss from exposure, 
shrinkage, rats, mice, squirrels, etc. 

_. If President Coolidge were to have 
a fifth of this season’s big corn crop 
eonfiascated and moved off the farms 


#& great roar would roll out of the 


corn belt, and yet it is officially esti- 
mated that this amount of corn is de- 
stroyed every year by pests, rats, 
mice, squirrels, and the like. Waste 
of corn is about as common as weeds 
on the farm—so common that it 
often. goes unnoticed, especially when 
corn is plentiful, as it is this year. 
This country needs to learn to save 
its crops after they are made and 
harvested. | 
Wasteful Practices. 

I know a farmer whose wasteful 
Practices in the handling of corn are, 
no doubt, common among many other 
corn belters. In the first place, he 


.mever worries much about when he 


does his picking. I’ve know him to 
have unpicked corn in the field when 
he started plowing in the spring. If 
he had a slim crop his poor old horses’ 
allowance was cut down toa a half 


_ dozen ears a day—two ears morning, 


noon; and night. And when he has 
a big crop, as he has this year, the 
herses get ten or twelve big yellow 
ears three times a day, and sometimes 


he fills the feed box. 


“Plenty of it, let ’em have it,” is 
his stock remark when he has a 
bumper crop. Half his corn this year 
probably will be put in piles at the 
end of the field. 

Sometimes he builds a corn pen out 
of old rails and then covers it with 
fodder. After the rats and mice have 
boarded in the co all winter, the 
cows have yanked out an ear apiece 
every time they are brought in from 
the pasture, and the rotten ears are 
thrown away in the spring, the profits 
are all gone.

A Combination Crib. 


Agricultural engineers consider that 
one of the most practical types of 
grain storage building for the farm} 
is the combination corn crib and 
granary. It can be made by farm- 
ers. This type is commonly made of 
concrete staves. It is claimed that 
concrete cribs, either round or square, 
not only will keep out rain, but will 
keep the corn dry where the inside is 
given a smooth, waterproof finish. 

Lacey F. Rickey of the University 
of Illinois points out that the stor- 
age of shelled corn at the terminal 
market is seldom practical for farm- 
ers. He s charges for terminal 
storage exceed the cost of farm stor- 
age, but there is one advantage: if 
there is a favorable “ bulge” in the 
market the corn may be sold on a mo; 
ment’s notice. “ Of course the owner 
must be in close touch with the mar- 
ket in order to know when such con- 
ditions occur,” he said. 

This authority says a substantial, 
permanent crib furnishes the most: 


He is not likely ever to 
find time or have the inclination to 
build a corn crib that would keep out 
the rats and the rain. :

LONDON MARKET 
SPECULATION 


BY SIDNEY CAVE.

LONDON, Oct. 5.—The gambling 
fever shogvs no signs of subsiding. 
This is evidenced by the heavy over- 
subscription of new speculative indus- 
trial issues. The markets possess re- 
markable powers of resilience. Prob- 
ably one of the reasons for this is the 
many new issues connected with pat- 
ents or inventions, and therefore the 
scope of imagination is practically un- 
limited, especially when parent con- 
cerns apparently are able easily to ne- 
gotiate sales of foreign rights for big 
money. 
Spectacular rises hourly occur in 
shares of novelty companies. Tips are 
served up red hot Gaily. The new issues 
open at big premiums, although most of 
the prospects of high earnings are only 
estimated. The speculating public is 
following the lead of the professional 
operators like sheep, regardless ‘of con- 
sequences. 


Activity In New Issues. 
The last month’s new issue activity 
was the highest since the big boom in 
1920. Excluding British government is- 
sues, the total is over £18,000,000, 
while the year’s total of new issues to 
date is nearly £383,000,000, by far the 
highest since the £420,000,000 in the first 
three-quarters of 1920. 
The gambling flame is being partly 
fanned from New York, which is con- 
tinuing its strong support of many popu- 
lar industrial specialties, notably gramo- 
phones and tobaceos. For instance, Co- 
lumbia Gramophone this week spurted 
to a new high of £20 on a sudden burst 
of buying from America. The rise of 
Victor talking machine shares to $122, 
also on American buying, appears to 
have a more solid basis, the market In- 
terests believing a closer association of 
the company with Radio corporation is 
in early prospect. . 

Export of Gold Continues. 
A feature of the present monetary 
situation has been the heavy withdraw- 
als of gold from the Bank of England. 
The movement began about three weeks 
ago, culminating this week with a net 
effiux from the bank of nearly five 
millions sterling in addition to which a 
million sterling bars were bought in 
the open market for export. The de- 
pressed state of the German exchange 
provides a clew to the destination of 
the bulk of this gold, but New York also 
took a half million sterling, although 
this is believed to have been sent on the 
German account. 
Another large British government loan 
is believed to be at the point of issue, 
but no official details are available. In 
view of the heavy maturities of a hun- 
dred millions sterling in natiqnal war 
bonds and seventy-three emillions in 4% 
per cent treasury bonds, falling due on 
next Feb. 1, the issue of two hundred 
millions sterling is mentioned as pos- 
sible. 


Foreign Bonds Active. 
Foreign bonds were active, with Bra- 
gilians attracting much support.

Investors’ Protective Bureau Pre- 


tects Investors. 
The Investors’ Protective bureau was 
organized in 1919 under the auspices of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 


to codperate in the effective adminis- 
tration of the Illinois “blue sky” law 
and to assist in the suppression of 
bucket shops and fake promoters... 

Five years ago, in addition to its 
many other activities, the bureau insti- 
tuted a drastic campaign against bucket 
shops and unscrupulous promoters. 

At the commencement of this cam- 
paign there existed in Chicago approxi- 
mately 72 brokerage or promotive firms 
of ill repute, of which number 56 houses 
were strongly believed to be bucket 
shops. 

Either directly or indirectly, through 
the activities of the bureau, 55 of these 
houses were put out of business or vol- 
untarily went out of existence, 

The operators of a majority of these 
alleged brokerage concerns were indict- 
éd and, while the indictments were not 
in all cases followed by convictions, 
there nevertheless resulted a large and 
gratifying list of convictions, carrying 
either jail or penitentiary sentences, de- 
spite efforts to escape punishment which 
ranged from political pressure to in- 
timidation of witnesses by sluggers. 

The bureau daily receives complaints 
from persons who believe they have been 
defrauded. 

Where it appears that the investor 
has regl cause for complaint, the mat- 
ter is taken up directly with the house 
against which the complaint is lodged, 
and in a large percentage of cases the 
bureau has caused the purchases to be 
canceled and a refund made without 
the necessity of having recourse to 
legal proceedings. 

The sums refunded, mostly in small 
amounts and to people of little means 
or experience, in this manner and 
through the codperation of the unofficial 
inquiry commission and representatives 
of the securities department, have 
reached a total of approximately $8,000,- 
000. 
During the last year alone over $1,800,- 
000 was thus refunded. 

By arrangement with the principal 
Chicago newspapers, the manager of the 
bureau has acted as an advisory censor 
ef financial advertising, all doubtful ad- 
vertising being submitted for his ap- 
proval before insertion, with the result 
that during the last nine years copy 
describing over $450,000,000 of question- 
able oil, mining, and other securities 
has been rejected by the newspapers. 

This arrangement with the press has 
a triple advantage, inasmuch as it pro-

to dealers and to the securities offered 
for sale by them, available through no 
other source. 

The present and the former manager 
of the bureau have acted as a special 
investigator for he securities depart- 
ment at Springfield, and tn this capacity 
have been instrumental in causing the 
rejection of many millions of worth- 
less securities. 

Acting in conjunc..on with Mortimer 
C. Grover, manager, and Standish W. 
Robinson, assistant manager, and oc 
cupying a portion of the bureau's offices 
are special representatives of the secre- 
tary of state, a connection mutually ad- 
vantageous to La Salle street, the pub- 
lic, and the securities department. 

At the request of the securities depart- 
ment the manager sits in an advisory 
capacity with an unofficial inquiry com- 
mission, consisting of an assistant 
state’s attorney, and a representative of

give an opportunity to alleged violators 
to show cause why they should not be 
prosecuted. 

This avoids unnecessary publicity for 
inadvertent violators and tends to pre- 
vent prosecution where “ welching” is 
the aim of the complainant.

Do you eat rich desserts? 

Do you eat large amounts of candy?

Do you wash your foods down with 
copious drinks of water? 

Do you swallow your food before it 
is thoroughly masticated? 

Do you drink plenty of water be- 
tween meals? 

Do you eat unsparingly of fats, but- 
ter, fat meats, or nuts?

No’s the Right Answer. 


If you can’t show a high percentagé 
of NO’s to the above queries your re- 
ducing régime isn’t as successful as 
it might be.

This we gather from the booklet on 
scientific weight control edited by Dr. 
James M. Booher for the Continental 


Scale works of Chicago. 

Dr. Booher has made a convincing 
study of the problem of weight con- 
trol, discarding, as any reputable phy- 
sicilan will, the quack and pill cures 
for the saner method.of keeping the 
weight within control by the simple 
expedient of knowing food values and 
applying the knowledge for the benefit 
of a fat free figure. % 

As against the don'ts In the ques- 
tionnaire outlined above, Dr. Booher 
offers a dozen simple do’s for weight 
reduction. 

“Eat more bulky foods, such as 
fresh vegetables, preferably raw, every 


day. 
“Eat plenty of fruit, fresh or 
cooked. 
“Bat lean beef, lamb, mutton, veal, 
peultry and fish. 


“Eat eggs, milk, cheese as an al- 
ternative to meat. 

“Eat slowly and in moderation, 
masticating thoroughly. 

“Eat enough but get up from the 
table. without that satisfied feeling 
that comes from overating. 

“Eat salads, both vegetable and 
fruit, with meals. 

“Eat foods that supply the neces- 
gary mineral elements—green vegeta- 
bles, milk. 

“Eat to supply your body’s needs, 
not your perverted appetite’s. 

“Keep your bowels open and regu- 
lar. This is important. 

“When tired or fatigued—rest.” 
Protein Foods. 
In order to answer the question 
about protein foods and etarchy, here 
is a list of protein. These foods, you 
understand, are necessary to rebuild 
the wasted tissues and make good, 
red, vigorots blood. But in reducing 
weight »..quantity of protein food 
taken must be reduced as well as the 
quantity of carbohydrates.

Starchy Foods. 

The starchy foods, which should be 
confined to one at a meal and avoided 
jn combination with protein foods, are: 
Potatoes, Irish and sweet; pumpkin, 
®quash, beans, rice, noodles, spaghetti, 
macaroni, bananas, oatmeal, wheat 
cereals, rice cereals, cornstarch, lentils, 
Pancakes, waffles, baking powder bis- 
cuits, and dried lima beans. 

Noodles, spaghett, macaroni, wheat 
cereals, rice cereals, cornstarch, oat- 
meal, etc., are high in proteins and 
starches. They should never be eaten 
with meat or fish, but made to substi- 
tute for meat, as they have the same 
fattening value and should be thought 
of as meats in arranging the diet of 
the obese.

ropean countries end in parts of Cali- 
fornia of being served with a salad 
first is described by Dr. Booher as 
having foundation of real dietary wis- 
dom. Many of these are fruit salads. 
offering a variety from the vegetable 
salads. m before a meal, they 
activate ths salivary and gastric 
glands and thus aid digestion. They 
also reduce the amount of other foods 
eaten at that meal 

These should be raw salads, Dr. 
Booher says. They should not be 
made of cooked ingredients and they 
should not contain cantaloupes, water- 
melon, or yellow bananas. The two 
former have a high fermenting ca- 
pacity, and bananas, rich in starch, 
are fattening. 

Milk is largely protein and should be 
classed as a food, not as a drink. A 
most desirable food, however, easily 
digested, and, Dr. Booher says, one 
that can be taken In moderation With

What they wanted to know, first of i \\ 


all, was whether the ensemble would 
be “the thing” this winter. Of 
course the answer to that was “ Yes.”

We have lovely dessert apples but 
these are rarely listed alone on a 
menu, though they are included in the 
“fruit” which is named on it. On 
the other hand we have our raw apple 
with the meal by using it via the salad 
and likewise placing it after the meat. 


Mock Pineapple. 

Some years ago people sliced apples 
and oranges exceedingly thin, com- 
bined them, added sugar, and poured 
over them the juice of a lemon and 
called the mixture “ mock pineapple.” 
That was before we could get pine 
apple in the abundance we can to 
day. 

Only a mild flavored apple should 
be used in this combination, and the 
mixture may be called a salad, a des- 


sert salad or dessert. Any one of 
these names will do. 


Plainest Apple Salad. 


Jonathan apples, unpeeled and cut 
in nice thinnest slices, with a bit of 
salt and sugar to taste sprinkled over 
them, may be eaten with whipped 
cream alone as a salad course or as a 
sort of ambrosia for luncheon. But 
instead of the whipped cream use any 
preferred salad dressing of the thick- 
ened sort or @a mayonnaise much 
thinned with whipped cream. 


With the skin or peel of the apple 
left on, this salad needs no garnish to 
make it beautiful. 


Pomegranate with Apple. 


It is the vogue nowadays to use 
egranate seeds to ga almost 
any fruit salad (we have to d some 
modern uses for this ancient and fas- 
cinating fruit). After adding the dress- 
ing to an apple salad pomegranate 
seeds may be sprinkled over all, but 
the seeds may also be blended with 
the fruit. And because the poet Mar- 
tial 2,000 years ago called the pome- 
granate the color of summer roses, | 
have thought it quite suitable to call 
this combination a rose salad. 


Salad Blend of the Season. 


The beautiful fresh pimentoes are 
sometimes to be found at this season, 
and they help to make a salad like 
the color of a bed of zinnias. We 
may use the Jonathan apple in such 
a salad, but in this case we do not 
need to leave on its skin-—in fact, 
should not. 

For a salad for three or four people 
“take one Jonathan apple, one pear, 
oe peach if obtainable, or some 
orange may be used in its place or 
more apple, one-half dozen flame To- 
kays, one-half a fresh pimento, a lit- 
tle powdered sugar, part of a head of 
lettuce, about half a cup of mild may- 
onnaise, made milder with whipped 
cream, or use any amount of cooked 
salad dressing to suit, which also may 
be set up with whipped cream. 

Remember that all fruit salads are 
superior if just a bit of sugar is 
sprinkled over the fruit before the 
dressing is added. And then the way 
the fruit is cut up makes all the dif- 
ference between the coarse and the 
fine appearing salad. Grapes add

salad if used in. the right way—peel 
the green ones and they look like a 
Jewel or some jellylike garnish. If 
you do not. peel the grapes cut them 
in halves and remove the seeds. 

The Japanese persimmon makes a 
colorful and beautiful garnisk for an 
apple salad and perhaps the best ap- 
ple to use with it is the Jonathan. 


_ Waldorf Apple Salad. 


Probably the most universally used 
apple salad, and often the onf¥ one 
used twenty-five years back, was the 
old Waldorf, which was quite often 
called celery and apple salad and only 
Waldorf when an apple shell was 
stuffed with the celery mixture. The 
universally used recipe called for equal 
quantities of fine cut apple and cel- 
ery, moistened with mayonnaise dress- 
ing, and then along came the walnuts 
and got added to the combinatien. 

No woman who is the least bit 
afraid of embonpoint eats a salad with 
nuts today because, for instance, wal- 
nuts may contain 3,300 calories per 
pound, or almost as many as butter.

Apple and Cress Salad. 


Mrs. Hill put “Normandy” after 
her title for an apple and cress salad 
and described it thu§: “ Pare andwcut 
four apples into short, match shaped 
pieces... Dress with oil, vinegar or 
lemon juice, salt, and paprika. Dress 
the leaves from a bunch of cress in 
the same manner.* Dispose the apple 
in a serving dish with cress in a 
wreath around it. This salad will be 
found particularly appetizing to serve 
with game, domestic ducks, geese, and 
roast pork.” | 


Preparing Salad Apple. 


Wash, peel and quarter any apple 

delicate flavor. Cut each quarter 
into many thin slices without letting 
them fall apart, then cut all in halves 
by one stroke, which makes many 
small flakes. Sprinkle lightly with 
powdered sugar at once, or some peo- 
ple like lemon juice better. Raw ap- 
ple chopped fine is used in some salads 
and deserts, but is seldom quite fine 
because it may taste of the knife. 

The Taffy Apple. 

This is another way of using the 
raw apple—for juveniles exclusively, 
rerhaps, but mothers for these half 
dozen years have more or less dis- 
tractedly sought for a sure fire recipe, 
which cannot be given because they 
have to do the cooking; and sugar 
cooked exactly right may change in 
a second to exactly wrong. The prob- 
sem is to make a taffy which will run 
all over the apple while it is hot and 
not all run off. 

If it will not run all over the apple’ 
it is overcooked, though but a degree, 
and if it runs off it is not cooked 


enough. | 
The Jellied Apple. ; 


Some people like to make a light 
and thin cover for the apple, one 
shining bright and justifying the 
name jellied. This cover can be made 
with one cup of brown sugar, one cup 
of .sorn sirup and one-fourth cup of 
water cooked to about the point where 
it.forms a long thread, or until nearly 
brittle. This is superior if maple 
sugar is used instead of the brown. 
Instead of using a cup of corn sirup 
we may use only one-fourth cup of 
it with a cup of sugar and one-fourth 
cup of water.

ing. Cranberries dippell in the maple 
sugar taffy are quite handsome gar- 
nishing bits. 


Molasses Taffy for Apples. 


We see taffy apples of many dif- 
ferent shades, and this is probably be- 
cause of the different shades of brown 
Sugar and molasses used, or because 
of different proportions, it may be. 
The following formula of a mixture 
that takes longer to cook than the 
one with corn sirup works better than 
the one given above, we think: One 
cup of sugar, one cup of molasses, 
one-half cup of water, a few drops of 
vinegar.- As in making a _ regular 
taffy, a little butter may be used, but 
can as well be omitted. Cook until 


a little of it dropped in ice cold water | 


is almost brittle. This taffy can be 
thinned a bit with water, after it is 


cooked, but this is not so easy a thing | 


to do as it might be. 


Raw Apples in General. 

We like to elaborate the idea that 
there is no one portable piece of re- 
freshment, liquid or solid, nor anything 
quite so widely appreciated as the 
plain apple eaten out of hand. It has 
many advantages over the juicy 
orange, which probably does not out- 
rank it in health value, although it 


has been exploited for its great and 


true worth in this particular. 


All but fifteen per cent of the good 


apple is juice, or a mineral flavored 
water with digestion exciting aroma. 
To be sure, our marketing methods 
are not favorable to the preservation 
of this aroma, but to get the juice is 
to augment the dietary liquids. If 
there is one thing more than another 
that most people take little care to 
get, it is the ample liquid ration per 
day, So we urge apple eating on that 
account. Whatever we might say for 
any, of the cooked apple degserts, we 
ought*to be able to say much more 


dietetically for the dessert apple, tho

Evolution in American 
Political Action 


By Clifford Raymond. 
S it @ reasonable expectancy that the ptople of a de- 
mocracy will tend toward general agreement? Experi- 
ence and information ought to lead to accepted ideas and 
away from political decisions. 

Until recently there was a struggle for the extension 
and enhancement of political rights and political action. 
That may be regarded as ending with the enfranchisemenf 
of women. Except to decrease the voting age, to give the 
vote with the first birthday ‘cake, there is nothing much to 
be done to spread out the voting power. Theoretically it 
includes every one of the age regarded as having discretion 
and judgment. The direct primary came along with the ex- 
tension of suffrage. . 

It may not be a mistake to regard this as the top period 
in popular rule, the culmination of the evolution in govern- 
ment, control and regulation which covers the whole history 
of man. A rather interesting period if it is correctly per- 
ceived as the end of the long march of humanity in one di- 
rection toward independence. | 

Absolutism was not bothered with adjustments of opin- 
ion. They were coerced. Democracy requires adjustment 
as rapidly as differences drise. It gets them, if it is suc- 
cessful, in political action, But when the people of a de 
mocracy have accumulated experience it would seem that 
gradually they would accumulate decisions until they 
reached a condition of agreement which left little or nothing 
to experjment, chance, testing or disagreement. 

As they do this it would seem to follow that their politi- 
cal life and action would subside, pass by stages to less and 


less importance and gradually pass out, leaving a new order 
of society. There is evidence that something of the sort is 
happening in spite of the fact that this presidential cam- 


paign is unusual in its points of difference. 


The law of America is changed and if it pursues the 
course to which it is guided by its nature, instinct and lik- 
ing, phenomenon : will follow phenomenon, unhampered by 
the drawback of tradition or by the restraint of inertia. 
The rapidity with which the people run about on wheels, 
tear down costly buildings, change their habits of living, is 
not merely a physical fact. It is related to character. It is 
Ite reveals a willingness, an eager- 
ness, to do away with old forms and try new ones. There 
are some obvious dangers in it but there also are unforesee- 
able consequences which may be of the greatest impont to 
the whole breed. | 

After all, the pace of the American people is more logi- 
cally timed to the brevity of average individual life than is 
the slower, more ruminative or meditative, more thoughtful 
or contemplative habit of older peoples. Its product may be 
better or may be worse. It cannot be set down as worse 
merely because it is different. 

* 

It ought to be within expectation that as the country 
gathers more years it will confront fewer problems which it 
will find necessary or advisable to submit to political deci- 
sion. Not much of a contest eould be stirred now by ques- 
tions which were hot in other generations, Paramount is- 
sues are dead with the leaders who expounded them. Their 
consequence has disappeared, 

Agreement as to free trade and protected industry has 
become so general that when Gov. Smith touches a tariff 
subject his apparent purpose is to convey thesidea that he 


is as much*in @ccord with Mr. Hoover as Mr. Hoover coyld-} 


be with the Republican platform. Experience, for the time, 
has persuaded the American people that this matter to a 
large extent is rernoved from the field of political indecision. 

Banking and currency were political issues at the begin- 
ning of the republic and were fmatters of intense, vehement, 
imaginative partisanship. They involved some of the most 
vivid personalities of American political life, such as Jack- 
son and Bryan. They provoked a bewitched emotion and a 
semi-religious devotion to phrases, dogmas, and formulas. 
Bryan had the country between a fever of enthusiasm and 
an apoplexy of fear. Experience required a long and pain- 


the subject from politics. 

When Hamilton and Jefferson opposed each other with 
conflicting theories of government the controversy was one 
which persisted for generations, but it has left little which 
now is uncertain in American thought of American practice. 

Just as economic questions involving the tariff have 
been largely washed out of political action so also the ques- 
tions aroused by corporations have been. Dogma usually 
has a twenty year jump on experience and it is in that 
period that political action generally has its run. , 
_ There is a probability or possibility that all this is ex- 
haustible. The time may come, in other generations, when 
people do not find many ideas to which they care to give po 
litical expression, not many points of divergent opinion or 
hope which they desire to test at the polls. It may not be 
soon and yet it may be the natural process of a democracy 
more and more to put aside political methods of examining 
conditions and facts and of ordering events-and controling 
the future. That it is a democracy might seem to prohibit 
this but that is not so sure. é 

*x* 

So long as people were denied control ef government 
their instinct was jo get it. When they possess it there is 
a growing inclination to ignore it. To date the struggle has 
been for the fullest possession of this power. It has been 
had and the consequence is a decreased interest in the use 
of it, another evidence that this may be the age in which 
government by expansive public decision has reached its 
culmination. ‘ 

There are in this campaign, to be sure, some vigorous 
remnants of political indecision, divergence of opinion and 
controversy, if indeed they are remnants. They concern 
economic theory as applied to agriculture, power control, 
etc., have to do with individual privilege and liberty of habit 
and conscience, with religion and race. And yet, leaving 
prohibition and religion out of it, the people probably never 
were closer to general agréement with each other on most 
questions of policy. It may be in part an agreement of in- 
difference because just as public life has ceased to attract 
the best minds in the country, political partisanship has 
ceased to be the most absorbing interest in private life, 

Ardent as this campaign may still prove to be there are 
as yet no signs of such unbalancing emotions as disturbed 
the public even in the days of Cleveland and Blaine to say 
nothing of the days before the slavery settlement and be- 
fore the overthrow of the federalist aristocracy. 

The spectacular development of American life has 
crowded political interest into the background, The hun- 
dred fascinations of day to day experience make it unneces- 
sary for an American to turn to political conflict for his 
drama, his big game hunting, his thrills, his contact with 
excitement, for his hero worship, his loyalties, his expres- 
sion of citizenship, his recreation and amusement. What 
was fiery in 1800, in 1828, in 1856, in 1860, in 1876, and in 
1896 is pallid in 1928 ‘In spite of the unusual provocations of 
a campaign unusual in and for its time, 

* 

It is possible that all American ‘political life is definitely 
turned toward submergence, It may have less and less to 
do with the real adventure of the nation, less to do with its 
accomplishments, less with its decisions. Its machinery will 
have to be continued and it wil] have to work but the fac- 
tors which enter into the choice of governing instruments 
may change. They may become largely of personality and 
little of policy. It will depend on the development of the 
people whether this tends toward the demagogue and the 
further impoverishment of government or toward the com- 
petent administrator restored to the wholesome respect and 
regard of the electorate which does not intend to give more 
than an nal wise thought as to the mechanism of 


the whole thing. |

one of the finest our theater has known. And that experi- 
ence served to crystallize his confidence in himself as a 
leader of the dramatic uplift. Since then Mr. Bennett has 
wandered up and down the scale doing fine things for the 
Theater Guild, notably in “ They Knew What They Wanted,” 
and cheap things occasionally, like “‘Jarnegan.” It is rather 
a pity ‘he has changed so. 

Dominated by‘ Evil Passions. | 

This “ Jarnegan” is a dramatization of a novel written 
by the vivid Jim Tully, who boasts his origin as a hobo 
litterateur. As will be recalled it is the adventure of a hard- 
drinking, free-loving, hard-fighting, hard-boiled young Irish- 
man who drifts into pictures when he gets out of prison 
where he had served a term for manslaughter. First as an 
assistant director and then as a director, Jarnegan builds a 
reputation. Women pester him, magnates fear him, rival 
directors hate him. But he goes blithely on from triumph 
to triumph. j 

One day a little girl he has taken casually under his 
protection dies as the result of an illegal operation. She had 
sought to learn the facts of life and acquire a’ deeper emo- 
tional equipment by living with Jarnegan’s chief rival. 

This girl's death so weighs upon the mind of Jarnegan 
that he gets drunk, invades one of those wild love and liquor 
parties frequently chronicled in Hollywood stories and de- 
nounces with spectacular’ emphasis all Hollywood debauchés 
and the lives they lead, 

Bennett plays the part to the hilt, vulgarizing it accord- 
ing to its demands, speaking its curses and its innuendos 


‘with emphasis, denoting the man’s fundamental honesty 


with some feeling. But it is a performance that is not 
worth the doing. ‘ 

The play’s background is often impressive. The studio 
atmosphere of a cinema farm during the creation of a super- 
war special is effectively suggested. The types are mostly 
terrible. * But suggestively true. Wynne Gibson plays one 
as a gin-drinking leading woman. Robert Cain is the sneaky 
seducer. Joan Bennett, Richard’s youngest and prettiest 
daughter, plays the misused innocent and brings a beautiful 
youth to the picture. |

Nothing Uplifting in This One.

The plot smart-cracks with curbstone modesty around 
the determination of the harem’'s fat and falsetto protector 
that his son shall succeed him in his honored position as 
first guard of the warem. 

But the son’s wife is equally convinced that her hus- 
band’s place is,in the home and not in the harem. Rather 
than give him up she takes him away from there, and the

then by Chinese brigands. . And, through each experience, 
the wife is forced to protect her husband by making such 
sacrifices as the chieftains demand.

N teaching English in America the stress is laid so hard 
upon the written language that speech is not only given 
no chance but the way in which writing is taught leaves 
the pupil unable to speak easily, fluently, naturally, or 

Part of this unholy process consists in denying the chil- 


dren the right to abbreviate-verbs. This is universal in | 


schoolrooms. Both teachers and pupils, while in the class- 
room, get up on verbal stilts, and stay there, stalking 
through the language like sandhill ‘cranes or waddling 
through like Jong-legged geese. When they leave the room, 
and only then, teachers and pupils, the one as much as the 
other, throw their silly stilts away, get down to the good 
green earth of natural English, and talk like human beings 
with a mother, not a stepmother, tongue. . 
Every simplified form fs condemned. I’m, you're, he’s, 
she’s, it’s, we're, they’re, who's, who're; I'll, you'll, he'll, 
she'll, we'll, they'll, who'll; I’ve, you've, 
we've, they’ve, who's, who've; I'd, you'd, he’d, she'd, it'd, 
we'd, who'd; I sh’l, etc.; I'll ‘ave, etc.; ‘ave, ete.; 
and so on and on—all prejudged and utterly demned. 
There’s not an American school book that so much as 
mentions such forms, though that great linguist, Prof. A. H. 
Sayce, says, “If the ordinary grammars are correct in 
treating forms like ‘I am loving, I was loving, I do love’ as 
separate tenses, they are strangely inconsistent in omitting 
to notice . . . the semi-inflexional ‘I'll love, he’s loving.’” 
Such forms are the usual, the natural, even the regular 
forms of good English and American speech. And this is 
always the happy, the gofien mean between Pedagoguese 
and what Prof. Paul Shorey «alls “loose-lipped lingo.”

To the Ad-Writers. 

J. E. R., up in Iowa City, writes in to ask: “Just how. 
much reliance may any one place on advertisements that 
purport to indicate a critic’s views? Are emasculated quota’ 
tions fair to either critic or public?”’ And, in explanation, 
J. E. R. pastes side-by-side an advertisement of “The Big 
Pond” and my report of the 2d instant on that play. Tre 
ad-writer, skimming the reviews for “ good lines,” gave tc me 
credit for measurable praise by taking part of.6ne sentence 
and part of another, although neither ventefite as printed in 
THE TRIBUNE conveyed the sense implied when he had torn 
four or five words in each from its context. Such advertising 
is. of course, snide, bogus, and dishonest. Also, it is peculiar 
to show-business. Plays that have not been to my expressed 
liking have been prosperous here‘ through months and 
months, and have gone about their business without attempt- 
ing to lean on what I had written in review of them. They 
were not better plays than I had described them as being: 
they were simply plays that I didn't like and the public did 
like. Some plays for which'I have expressed a liking that 
might have been regarded as inordinate have failed at the 
box-office, thereby proving nothing save that the public 
wasn't quite up to my mark of taste and appreciation, 


There isn’t much a fellow may do about such things as 
in the example cited by J. E. KR. The theory on which 
these extracts from the reviews are collected and put inte 
an ad is that each potential theater-goer reads but one news- 
paper. As there are more readers of THE Trisune than of 
any other newspaper (and that is the elementary form of 
stating the case), it seems foolish to distort what I may 
have written: unless, that is, the ad-writer is of the quaint 
belief that four million daily readers of Taz Tarsune do not 
read what I write, but still have sufficient interest in the 
stage to read the ads. .. .

N “BURLESQUE,” at the Harris, we 

find the best of the topic-plays that 
depict phases of theatrical life. This 
play has vividness, earnestness and 
“edge.’’ It rises to a high emotional 
note in dealing with the matrimonial 
disaster of a loyal song-and-dance 
woman and a coot-brained comic. The 
scene in which Hal Skelly, as the alco- 
holic merry-andrew, expresses his 
heart-break at losing his wife by a 
jazz-danced version of the wedding 
march is Bweeping in its effect. Here 
is modernism in emotional acting—the 
“laugh, clown, laugh” theme set in 
eccentric discords. 

The play is notable in its species for 
its treatment of theatrical] folk ag hu- 
man beings, rather than monstrosities 
of vanity. The note of professional] 
egotism and jealousy, which was so 
forced in most of the forerunners of 
“Burlesque,” is sounded lightly—much 
to the play’s advantage, for it repre 
sents a vein of humor that is becom- 
ing stale. Hal Skelly appears to have 
been born to play the harum-scarum 
hokester; there is a touch of genius 
here, perhaps to be attributed to Ar- 
thur Hopkins. Barbara Stanwyck is 
lovely and honest as the heroine,—

When you consider, however, that she 
is a niece of Mary Borden Spiers of 
England, the gift seems more of 4a 
family trait than a “just happen,” as 
is the case with many young poets 
today. 

Working for Opera. 

Her mother, Mrs. Waller Borden, 
who is always interested in everything 
that makes for culture, is one of the 
committee who have undertaken to 
promote and make permanent here 
that remarkable organization, tha 
American Opera company, of which 
I wrote at length last week. This 
youthful troupe, for such it preémi- 
nently is, made its debut for this four 
weeks’ season last Monday night be- 
fore a large audience of representa- 
tive people, who, to judge from their 
frequent and enthusiastic applause, 
found the performance a delightful ex- 
perience. Such it certainly was. 

The opera selected for the event 
was Gounod’s “ Faust,”’ but it was to 
most of us a new “ Faust,” one, so to 
speak, brought up to date, one wherein 
Mephistopheles, Faust, Marguerite, 


Siebel and Valentin were real men and 


women, not allegorical figures, de- 
Claiming or singing with artificial 
gestures. It was a novelty and a 
pleasant one to find Siebel really a 


man, not an utterly feminine female 


masquerading as a man. 

John Gurney was such a merry, 
agreeable Mephisto that one got a new 
aspect of the possibilities of his 
Satanic majesty. He has a fine voice 


. and I should think will have a dis- 


tinguished musical career if he con- 
tinues on the stage. All of the com- 
pany have charming well trained 
voices, though not all of these are of 
the customary size for grand oper. 
Still the singers are so young, 8° 
eager, sO earnest and have such a 
wonderful trainer in Viadimir Rosing 
that they may develop to almost any 
degree of achievement and merit. I 
hope it will be along the lines they 
have chosen and that Chicago will 
support them and enable them to do 
so, for they represent a new phase 
of opera and one well worth a trial. 
Marvelous Settings. 


The stage settings are quite the 
most marvelotis that havé ever, at 
least, in this country, been a back- 
ground for grand opera and ought to 
be an inspiration for both the Chi- 
cago Civic and the Ravinia Grand 
Opera companies. They are the lat- 
est expressions of this hitherto littic 
understood art. The scene of Mar- 
guerite praying for mercy in the 
-eburch and beset with devils is one 
never to be forgotten for its scenic 
interpretation of the underlying motif 
of the scene. The author of these 
backgrounds, Robert Edmond Jones, 
the well known New York artist, is a 
genius in his line and gives new im- 
portance to this department of an 
operatic presentation. 

The. orchestra, under the baton of 
Frank St. Leger, did remarkably fine 
work. It was altogether a new and 
delightful experience in grand opera 
and well worth the community's sup- 
port.

Answer — Robert Cecil, | third 
marquis of Salisbury [1830-1903], 
Britisk statesman, was the author of 
the above expression. He made use 
of it in a speech in the House of 
Lords on June 11, 1877, upon the sub- 
ject of the appointment by the crown 
of a consul to watch over the com- 
mercia] and territorial interests of 
British India. The reference to 
“large maps” was in the nature of 
a rebuke to people who were alarmed 
over the possibility of Russian aggres- 
sion against India. 

He said: “‘Whatever the empire of 
Russia may be, there is no doubt 
whatever. as to what the frontier of 
British India is. It is perfectly well 
known I cannot help thinking that 
in discussions of this kind a gyeat 
deal of misapprehension arises from 
the porular use of maps on a smal 
scale. As with such maps you are 
able to put a thumb on India and a 
finger on Russia, some persons at 
once think that the political situation 
is alarming and that India must be 
looked to. If the noble lord would 
use a larger map—say, one on the 
scale of the ordnance map of England 
-—he would find that the distance be- 
tween Russia and British India is not 
to be measured by the finger and 
thumb, but by a rule. There are be- 
tween them deserts and mountainous 
chains measured by thousands of miles, 
and these are serious obstacles to any 
advance by Russia, however well 
planned such an advance might be.”

Answer — Robert Cecil, third 
of Salisbury [1830-1903], 
British statesman, was the author of 
the above expression. He made use 
of it in a speech in the House of 
Lords on June 11, 1877, upon the sub- 
ject of the appointment by the crown 
of a consul to watch over the com- 
mercial and territorial interests of 
British India. The reference to 
“large Mmaps’’ was in the nature ‘of 
a rebuke to people who were alarmed 
over the possibility of Russian aggres- 
sion against India. 

He said: “‘ Whatever the empire of 
there is no doubt 
whatever as to what the frontier of 
British India is. It is perfectly well 
known I cannot help thinking that 


in discussions of this kind a great 


deal of misapprehension arises from 
the porular use of maps on a small 
scale. As with such maps you are 
able to put a thumb on India and a 
finger on Russia, some persons at 
once think that the political situation 
is alarming and that India must be 
looked to. If the noble lord would 
use a larger map—say, one on the 


seale of the ordnance map of England 
—he would find that the distance be- 


tween Russia and British India is not 
to be measured by the finger and 
thumb, but by a rule. There are be- 
tween them deserts and mountainous 
chains measured by thousands of miles, 
and these are serious obstacles to any 
advance by Russia, however well 
planned such an advance might be.”

Quotation—Excuse me, sir, the ship 
has been biown up. 

Answer—Cuba was in the midst of 
one of her revolts against Spain as 
the year 1898 began. To safeguard 
American lives and property the bat- 
tleship Maine was sent to Havana 
harbor under command of Capt. 
Charies D. Sigsbee.. On the night of 
Feb. 15 a terrific explosion sent the 
Maine to the bottom. With her went 


feet and horns. 


nearly 300 American seamen. The 
orderly assigned to Capt. Sigsbee 
that night was a young marine named 
Anthon?. Tradition has it that imme- 
diately. following the explosion, with 
the ship in darkness and the decks 
listing to a degree that made walking 
perilous, Anthony appeared before his 
captain, and, in spite of the catas- 
trophe and as though making a 
routine report, delivered the sefitence 
quoted above.—Mary C. Boylan, 1618 
Jonquil terrace, Chicago. 

NOTE—The marine’s full name was Wil- 
liam Anthony. And his words are more 
than tradition. Capt. Sigsbee, in his ac- 
count of his ship's destruction, “ The 
Maine.” says that Anthony ran into him as 
he left the cabin to go on deck. “ He said 
something apologetic and reported that the 


ship had been blown up and was sinking.’ 
Sigsbee’s account continues, and he praises 


the marine for his heroism during that night 


of danger. It appears likely, therefore, that 
Anthony's “ Excuse me, sir,’’ refers to the 
bump he had given the captain rather than 
to amy exaggerated sense of naval discipline. 

Quotation—Ladies and gentlemen, I 
want you all to see that I have no 
horns. 

Answer—During the Free Silver 
campaign of 1896, Mark Hanna was 
chairman of the Republican national 
committee and the master mind of 
his party.

After re- 
peated calls for Hanna, he appeared 
on the platform and said: “ Ladies 
and gentlemen, I want you all to see 
that I have no horns.”—M, 
mond, Evagston, Ill. 

NOTE—Stella Kavall, 3961 Drexel boule- 
vard, who suggested the quotation, says it 
was said by Hanna in a CHicago speech. 
No record has been fownd of such a remark 
in his speeches, but a sketch of Hanra's life 
by Solon Lauer says the senator made the 
following reply when his friends remonstated 


against his goimg on the stump: “I'll go, 
and let them see that I haven't got horns!”

Following the 
assassination of Caesar, the chief con- 
spirators, Brutus and Cassius, flee 
from Rome and reappear with an 
army ih the east to oppose Mark 
Antony and Octavius Caesar. In the 
tent of Brutus, near Sardis, there is a 
division of opinion as to military oper- 
ations. Cassius believing they should 
wait for the enemy to seek them out, 
while Prutus urges meeting the foe 
at Philippi. He says:

To give some idea of the shipping 
injustry, during the last year, the 
South Chicago district received more 
than 80,000,000 bushels of grain by 
rail, the greater portion of which was 
reloaded in boats and shipped east. 
There are nine elevators in the terri- 
tory, having a storage capacity run- 
ning from one to tef million bushels 
of grain per elevator.

Within the last two weeks, one 
boat cleared Calumet harbor with a 
cargo of $85,000 bushels of grain—the 
largest Single shipment of grain ever 
going ott of the Chicago district.

Started at Lake and Clark. 


The first House of worship was built 
on Lake and Qlark streets in 1834. 
The Rev. Jeremiah Porter was the 
pastor of that church and his son, 
James W. Porter, is now a member of 
the large congregation his father 
helped to found. After a few yearns 
at that address the church began its 
slow march south. In 1913 it merged 
with the Forty-first street church and 
moved to 4list street and Grand bou- 
In 1926 it merged with the 
Woodlawn Presbyterian church, 64th 
street and Kimbark avenue, and when 
they found the building could not ac- 
commodate the large membership of 
the combined churches they bought 
the adjacent ground, wrecked the 
church, and built the edifice that will 
be dedicated next Sunday. 


Building of Gothic Design. 


The new church is:of gothic design 
throughout. “This particular form 
of architecture was chosen,” said Dr. 
William Henry Boddy, pastor, “ be- 
cause more than any other, it grew 
out of the religious hopes and aspira- 
tions of men. Its pointed arches are 
a constant suggestion that life's high- 
est meanings are to be found in spir- 
itual realities. John saw the Holy 
City ‘descending out of heaven.’ The 
same might be said of the glory of 
the gothic. Some one has called gothic 
architecture ‘frozen prayer.’ ” 

One thousand six hundred persons 
can be seated in the church’s audi- 
torilum and balcony. The John Knox 
hall, with a seating capacity of 600, 
is equipped with stage and lighting 
apparatus and will be used for social 
gatherings and for the presentation 
of amateur theatricals.. There are 
thirty class rooms, a large gym- 
nasium, and a recreation hall where 
the children of the community may 
enjoy themselves under trained super- 
vision. 


Chapel Is Notable Feature. 

One of the featarres of the new 
building is the McWilliams Memorial 
chapel erected in memory of Mr. and 
Mrs. La Fayette McWilliams. The 
chapel will seat 120 worshipers and 
will never be closed at any time of 
the day or night. 

“'The church has been designed for 
the needs of an apartment home and 
hotel community,” said Dr. Boddy. 
“Tt has parlors with attached kitch- 
enettes throughout the building, and 
the young people of the neighborhood 
are invited to bring their guests to 
the church and enjoy all the conveni- 
ences that the building has to offer.”

Mr. Clingman moved to his present 


address in 1890, when the neighbor-

Clingman took the last wild pigeon 


ever captured in Illinois in 1891. The . 


pileated woodpecker is a rare spec)- 
men, and attracts the attention of 
many bird lovers who see the Bryn 
Mawr collection. 
Mr. Clingman was born on Wabash 
avenue between 16th street and 18th 
Street. At that ‘time it was on the 
outskirts of the city, and all the ter- 
ritory south and west was a paradise 
for game and song birds. It was 
there that he first learned about birds, 
and when his family moved to 24th 
street and Michigan avenue, then con- 
sidered “‘way out in the suburbs,” 
he started his first collection. By 1877 
he had acquired many species af 
‘birds, but was obliged to dispose of 
them. .Some specimens of the first 
collection are to be found in the Chi- 
cago Academy of Sciences at Lincoln 
park, the University of Michigan, and 
the Smithsonian institution at Wash- 


ington. 
Preparing a Primer. 

Mr. Clingman has presented his sec- 
ond collection to the Bryn Mawr 
public school at 74th street and Jef- 
fery avenue, because most of the speci- 
mens were gathered in the Bryn Mawr 
district, and because his sons, who 
helped him in his bird work, were 
among the first twenty pupils who 
attended that school. 

’ Mr. Clingman is spending his spare 
time in preparing a primer on orni- 
thology. He intends to write a book 
so that thé ordinary layman can 
study his collection and receivé real 
pleasure from it with the help of this

SIGNAL BEACON 


Government’s First 


Automatic Beacon. 


A. clock which automatically starts 
and stops a radio transmitting station 
has been invented and placed in oper- 
ation by the United States lighthouse 
service. Without the presence of an 
attendant, this human-like device 
starts the engine generator and motor 
generator for changing alternating to 
direct current, lights the filaments, 
and applies the heavy duty voltage to 
the plates of the radio transmitting 
tubes. If a breakdown occurs in the 
operating machinery the clock rings a” 
bell, thus summoning the lighthouse 
keeper to remedy the trouble. 

Located at the St. John’s river light- 
house—at Mayport, Fia., about 20 
miles from Jacksonville—this is the 


first completely automatic radio 
beacon installed in the United States. 
It is situated on the, banks of St. 
Johns river, fringing the edge of a 
fishing village of about 200 inhab- 
itants, flashes a radio signal as a 
means of guiding vessels navigating: 


Result of 2 Years’ Labor. 


The development of an automatic 
marine radio beacon transmitting sta- 
tion is the culmination of approxi- 
mately two years of experimental re- 
search by J. L. Préston, chief of the 
radio section of the lighthouse-gervice, 
and his co-workers. There are about 
40 other marine radio beacons in oper- 
ation—stretching along the coasts of 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, the 
Gulf of Mexico, and the great lakes— 
but all of these are manually operated. 
These, like the new automatic beacon, 
operate On a wave length of 1,000 
meters and vary in power ratings from 
a few watts to 1,000 watts. The newly 
installed equipment on the St. Johns 
river employs a 200 watt bureau of 
standards transmitting set, consisting

SWITZERLAND ASKS 
CONTROL OF LEAGUE'S 
WIRELESS STATION 


Trouble is. brewing over the control 
of the proposed league of nations wire- 
less station, which it is planned fe 
build in’ Geneva, Switzerland. This 
station would be used by the members 
of the league for communicating with 
one another.

U. S. BUILDS SET 

CONTROLLED BY 

QUARTZ CRYSTAL 


Said to Eliminate In- 
terference. 


A radio receiving set that is con- 
controlled by a quartz crystal, similar 
in manner to the use of this mineral 
for governing thé frequency of a 
broadcasting station, has been de-. 
signed and built by Dr. A. Hoyt Tay- 
lor, superintendent of radio at the 
Bellevue naval research laboratory. 
This unique receiver, which Dr. Tay- 
lor describes as crystal calibrated; is 
cperated with strict adherence to the 
particular frequency or wave length 
}te which it is tuned, to the exclusion 
of other interfering frequencies. 

This new receiving set has another 
novel feature, namely, the use of a 
metallic disc instead of a variable con- 
denser for tuning. This unusual tun- 
ing arrangemént is said to prevent 
microphonic noises due to mechanical 
vibrations. And jt is this factor, to 
quote Dr. Taylor, which makes this 
“the only’type of receiver which has 
been found to be satisfactory for con- 
tinuous wave reception aboard aircraft 
at frequencies in excess of 2,000 kilo- 


This clock executes at least five as- 
signed duties, automatically” starting 
end stopping of the various units in- 
cluded in the radio beacon transmit- 
ting station. This automatic time- 
piece is of the regulation, pendulum 
type and it acts as exclusive governor 
in starting and stopping the engine 
generator, the motor generator, the 
transmitter — lighting the filaments 
and applying voltage to the radio 
transmitting tubes—and other units in 
the radio equipment. 

The clock not only governs the “on” 
and “off” periods of the code signal, 
but if the beacon station, becomes 
inoperative, through a breakdown of 
machinery or failure of the power sup- 
ply, an alarm is sounded. The clock 
is geared to close a fifth automatic 
contact which operates a. so-called 
“trouble” or auxiliary relay. This 
rings a bell and the alarm continues 
until the keeper of the lighthouse ar- 
rives and remedies the trouble—for in- 
stince, the batteries may be run down.

Given Service Tests. 

This radio receiver, however, is not 
to be identified as a specialized prod- 
uct—either for airplanes, battleships, 
or commercial traffic stations. Indeed, 
it is versatile in performance—adapted 
to broadcast reception, to continuous 
wave and to interrupted continuous 
wave reception. The Bellevue naval 
research laboratory, where it was sub- 
jected to service tests, is responsible 
for the claim that “the receiver of 
our invention has proven to be very 
practical in construction and succegg- 
ful in operation. The receiver may 
be operated for the reception of tele- 
phone signals\or modulated or inter- 
rupted continuous waves.” 

No Microphonic Noises: 

The designing of a receiving set 
with a combination of crystal control 
and vibrationless construction, how- 
ever, is the novelty of this govern- 
ment built apparatus.

is impossible to overstate the 


brilliance of the achievements in the 
development of practical television, 
April 7, 1927, is a historic date, for 
on that day the world Was first given 
the opportunity to see by electrical 


means over a distance of many miles. 
The elements of the transmitting and 
receiving apparatus were based on 
well known principles. 

The tremendous difficulties, Ahowev- 
er, in the way of adopting these prin- 
ciples to this particular task were such 
that many years might have elapsed 
before success was achieved if the 
problem had not been taken up by a 
research organization of the magni- 
tude of the Bell telephone laboratories. 
"In ‘a talk which I gave over the radio 
in December, 1923, I ventured to ppfe- 
dict that within five years persons at 
the end of the telephone line would 
see as well as hear the person at the 
transmitting end. The realization has 
come sooner than I expected. 

Serious Misquotation. 

An advance of this sort always 
leads to a vast amount of speculation. 
The mind immediately leaps forward 
to the time when the use of television 
becomes widespread and some rather 
amusing consequences have been fore- 
seen by the various writers who have 
commented upon the arrival of tele 
vision. I have regretted to note that 
a number of newspapers carried a 
story in which I was quoted as de 
claring that “it is a simple step from 
experimenta] demonstration to com- 
mercial practice,” and that radio mov- 
ing picture reproducers would soon be 
as common as the ordinary receiving 
set of the present time. 

This was a serious misquotation as 
the step fromr the experimental dem- 
onstration which has been achieved to 
practical commercial use will be a 
very difficult and expensive one. The 
reader may perhaps visualize this 
when he understands that there is 
only one complete television outfit 
now in the world and that it has 
taken continuous work for several 
years by a group of most capable 
scientists to create it. 

Not Radio. 


There is no ubt that the devel- 
opment of television will go forward 
and that eventually television will be 
commercially used. It seems likely, 
however, that it will continue td be 
an expensive process requiring com- 
plicated apparatus and careful syn- 
chronization and adjustment of high 
frequency electric currents. 

It is perhaps not generally realized 
that television is not essentially a 
radio process, The April demonstra- 
tion of television was, in fact, car- 
ried on over a distance of 250 miles 
by wire and was simultaneously car- 
ried on. over a distance of about 30 
miles by radio. It-can readily be 
adapted to transmission any desired 
distance by either wire or radio. It 
is entirely posible, for instance, for 
the television demonstration to be 
made by means of the trans-oceanic 
radio telephone circuit from one side 
of the ocean to the other. This can 
be done at any time that those in- 
terested desire to spend the necessary 
money to arrange the demonstration. 
The outstanding facts in the present 
status of television are, first, that 
it is a pronounced success, and, sec 


ond, that it is a very - expensive 
process.

LOW WAVE BANDS 
OFFER NEW FIELD 


Australia Is Heard 
Regularly. 


During the last year much has been 
said about short wave broadcasting. 
Radio experimenters, intrigued with 
the idea of receiving signals over un- 
believable distances, have turned their 
efforts to the study of these phenom- 
ena and have found receiving condi- 
tions entirely different from those en- 
countered on regular broadcasting 
channels. 

Short wave phenomena have not 
been unknown. Amateur telegraph 
operators are credited with discovering 
the unusual carrying distance @ low 
wave signals and have contributed to 
no small amount in development. 
With a two tube receiver, consisting 
of nothing more than a detector and 
a stage of audio frequency amplifica- 


j tion, they find little difficulty in re- 


eeiving signals from Australia and 
New Zealand, 


“Skip Distance” Effect. 


may be reported several hun- 
dred or even thousands of miles and 
still not be audible several miles from 
the transmitting station. This phe- 
nomenon is commonly called “ skip 
distance” effect. Although several 
theories explaining this unusual wave 
propagation have been suggested, the 
generally accepted one is that the 
waves given off by the transmitting 
antenna travel at a variable angle to 
the earth's surface, depending upon 
the wave length used, strike a layer 
of “ionized"’ atmosphere and are re 
flected to the earth at a distant point. 
This action is identical with that 
when a beam of light is flashed upon a 
reflecting surface and reflected at an 
obtuse angle. 

The last year has seen many broad- 
casting stations install, in addition to 
their regular transmitting apparatus, 
high frequency sets. It is not uncom- 
mon for one of these stations to be 
picked up in a foreign country and the 

program rebroadcast. The reverse has 
been tried successfully. 

Exhibits on Display. 

This increased use of low wave chan- 
nels for so-called international] broad- 
casting has reached the ears of experi- 
mentally inclined radio listeners, and 
has resulted in a boom in the short 
wave field. A number of manufactur- 
ers are displaying short wave appa- 
ratus at the Chicago Radio show, while 
short wave adapters are also in prom- 


-|inence. These units are designed for 


attachment to the standard radio 
broadcasting receiver. They tune in 
the low wave signals and feed them to 
the radio frequency amplifier of the 
receiver. 

So far not much attention has been 
paid to the quality of reproduction 
from these low ve receivers. Audio 
amplifiers employed by amateurs for 
telegraph reception are designed to 
give a peak of about 1,000 cycles, a 
desirable feature: for this type of re- 
ception, but poor for broadcast. How- 
ever, standard power amplifiers, such 
as those used for regular broadcast re- 
ception, may be used to obtain good 
quality. 

More than a dozen broadcasters in 
the United States are transmitting 
regular programs over low wave sta- 
tions. In addition several stations in 
Europe and one in Australia are being 
reported regularly by listeners equipped 
with high frequency receivers.

NAVAL STATIONS 
AND ‘HAMS’ HELP 
IN HURRICANE 


Keep Communication 
in Wrecked Areas. 


Recently a hurricane struck the 
Virgin Islands and Porto Rico. The 
part the navy’s radio stations played 
in establishment of radio communica- 
tion is related, as follows: 


At about noon, the San Juan navy 
radio station’s antennae blew away 
and communication was disrupted. All 
cable service from San Juan was in- 
terrupted and four days later electric 
power had not been restored to the 
city of San Juan. 

At 11:30 p. m. on Sept. 14, the naval 
radio station, El] Cayey, was heard 
by the U. 8S. S. New Mexico at San 
Pedro, Cal, working amateur radio 
station 950, School of Engineering 
of Milwaukee, Wis. This message 
showed El Cayey was transmitting 
on 7,500 kilocycles, an amateur fre- 
quency, with improvised equipment. 
The station operated by the navy in 
Balboa, the Canal Zone, also heard 
El Cayey and informed Washington 
that El Cayey could receive one of 
Washington's transmitters. 


Communication Established. ; 
At 4:20 a. m. Sept. 15 two way 
communication was established be- 
tween Washington and El Cayey. The 
city of San Juan was harder hit than 
El Cayey and no communication ex- 
isted between the two points, the dis- 
tance by air line being about 23 miles. 
The mavy contro] radio’ station is in 
the city. At 6:45 a. m., Sept. 15, El 
Cayey’s signals faded out in Wash- 
ington, but throughout the day mes- 
sages were to him from 
Washington. . 

Sept. 15, at 8:10 p. m., a message 
from amateur station 2AFO, listed as 
Charles Brown, Richmond Hill, N. Y., 
reported that the navy radio station at 
St. Thomas, Virgin Islands, was work- 
ing oh high frequency and had in- 
formed that the Island of St. Croix 
had suffered five deaths, one hundred 
injured, and severe property damage. 

Amateur Stations Help. 

Also amateur station 2BS, Lawrence 
E. Folton, Colonia, N. J., forwarded a 
message from St. Thomas that assist- 
ed Washington in making radio con- 
tact. The governor of the Virgin 
Islands reported that the amateur sta- 
tion of R. C. Spencelly, a former navy 
man, was being used to work Wash- 
ington, two way communication being 
established during the night. 

On the night of Sept. 16, good com- 
munication was had with El Cayey, 
Porto Rico and St. Thomas, V. I. 
When the hurricane struck the Flori- 
da coast, the nava) radio station at

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NORTHERN LIGHTS 
NOT TO BLAME FOR 
YOUR RADIO PROBLEMS 


When your radio crackles, squeals, 
moans or etubbornly remains silent 
despite your coaxing, does the earth's 
magnetism have anything to do with 
such antics? That is what scientists 
of the coast and geodetic survey have 
been trying to find out, F. P. Ulrich, 
magnetic observer of the survey, sta- 
tioned at Sitka, Alaska, summarizes 
}the results of five years’ observations 
by saying in a recent report: “In 
general, the condition of the earth’s 
magnetic field is no index of the qual- 
ity of radio reception.” Thus the fact 
seems to be established that the 
earth's baffling magnetic forces are 
not to blame when your radio goes 
on a temperamental rampage. 

Mr. Ulrich observed that the aurora 
borealis, or northern light, which is 
a manifestation of the earth’s mag- 
netism, occurs in greatest brilliancy 


Rurora causes difficulties in cable 
transmission, he says, but “ observa- 
tions seem to indicate that good radio 
reception is very much more apt to 
occur than poor reception during a 
bright or faint aurora.” That ab- 
solves the ayrora, magnetism's mag- 
nificent advertisement, from suspicion 
of being the monkey wrench in radio's 
machinery. 

In an effort to unravel the greatest 
ef all scientific mysteries—the earth’s 
magnetism—scientists have been mak- 
ing methodical, monotonous, deadly 
dull routine observation for years. 
They record the daily and hourly vari- 
ations in the earth's magnetic forces 
ut widely scattered observatories from 
Samoa to Honolulu and Alaska. An 
effort is also made to connect these 
records with other phenomena such 
as earthquakes, sun spots, and the 
aurora, and with radio reception and 
telegraphic and cable disturbances. It 
is hoped in this way to ferret out na- 
ture’s most profound secret—the secret 
of those magnetic forces which, up to 
now, have defied scientific analysis. 


Jupiter sent in valuable hourly weath- 
er reports to the weather, bureau. 
These continued until the hurricane 
rendered the station inoperatitve the 
evening of Sept. 16.

Shuts Down Station. 


The piezo quartz crystal oscillator, 
a newly perfected device used to keep 
broadcasting stations on their as 
signed frequencies, is also included in 
the noted devices in the corridor. 

This device is considered a great 
asset to stations on close channels as. 
even the slightest variation from a 
station’s assigned frequency will 
cause howling and shrieking as the 
result of confliction with another 
channel. 

The piezo crystal retains the prop- 
erty of vibrating at a fixed frequency, 
thereby warding off any wave length 
change. If a change should occur, the 
device shuts the station down, but 
prevents its interference with other 
stations.

To demonstrate the possibilities of 
the tube at the radio world’s fair a 
miniature rolling- mill will be set up 
to show how a billet of steel can au- 
tomatically be carried through vari- 
ous manufacturing processes. 

After passing through one opera- 
tion the billet will move over an elec- 
trically operated roller table. When 
it reaches a certain point its shadow 
will be cast on tHe photo-glow tube. 
This action will cause the motors to 
reverse and shunt the piece of steel 
to the next operation.
